RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Prices  on  slaughter  steers  and  heifers 
were  steady  to  500  higher  at  most  midwest 
markets.  This  was  the  second  straight  week  of 
price  upturns  which  have  been  influenced  by 
moderate  marketings.  Slaughter  cows  were  un- 
even, mostly  steady,  following  two  weeks  of 
sharply  lower  prices.  Seasonally  large  sup- 
plies of  feeder  cattle  and  calves  moved  at 
steady  to  500  higher  prices.  Trends  on  barrows 
and  gilts  were  extremely  uneven,  aostly  steady  to 
250  higher  at  terminal  markets  exeept  steady  to 
500  lower  at  Omaha,  Sioux  City  and  Sioux  Falls. 
The  trend  on  butchers  in  the  Interior  Iowa- 
Southern  Minnesota  area  was  steady  to  100  lower. 
Prices  of  barrows  and  gilts  were  steady  in 
Interior  Illinois.  Slaughter  lambs  sold 
steady  to  $1.00  lower,  mostly  steady  to  500 
off. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Slaughter 
steers  and  heifers  advanced  at  major  terminal 
markets  for  the  seccnd  consecutive  week  with 
the  average  cost  on  all  steers  at  a  few  points 
at  or  near  a  ten-year  high.  Slaughter  steers 
and  heifers  sold  steady  to  500  higher,  except 
heifers  weak  to  250  lower  at  Omaha.  Slightly 
reduced  marketings  around  the  12  market  circuit, 
which  were  uniformly  distributed  throughout  the 
week  were  a  price  supporting  factor.   However, 
anticipation  of  the  competition  from  the  tradi- 
tional poultry  trade  Thanksgiving  week  influ- 
enced a  generally  slow  and  selective  live  trade. 
Cows  were  uneven,  prices  generally  steady, 
following  two  weeks  in  which  the  trend  was 
sharply  lower.  Bulls  closed  fully  steady.  Veal- 
ers  were  steady  to  $1.00  lower,  Prime  $2.00  off 
at  St.  Paul.  Slaughter  steers  and  heifers 
grading  Good  and  Choice  comprised  the  bulk  of 
the  run  at  most  points  with  Prime  making  up 
slightly  more  than  10  percent  of  the  steer  run 
at  Chicago.  The  average  price  on  all  slaughter 
steers  at  the  7  markets  was  $28.55  compared 
$28.31  previous  week  and  $24.45  a  year  ago. 
Average  weight  1102#,  against  1096#  previous 
week  and  112K*  a  year  ago.  Cows  comprised 
10  percent  of  the  12  market  receipts  and  feed- 
ers made  up  28  percent  of  the  run.

continued  large  but  for  the  second  consecutive 
week  showed  slight  curtailment  as  compared  with 
the  peak  of  the  fall  movement  recorded  earlier 
in  the  season.  However,  even  though  the  large 
volume  movement  from  range  and  pasture  to  market 
is  nearing  the  final  weeks  of  the  season  and 
some  shipments  were  of  a  clean-up  variety,  there 
was  little  evidence  of  a  general  deterioration 
in  over-all  quality.  Fancy  offerings  were 
noticeably  less  plentiful  than  in  some  other  re- 
cent weeks  but  the  Choice  grade  was  liberally 
represented.  Trading  at  the  different  markets 
showed  considerable  unevenness  with  respect  to 
degree  of  activity  and  price  trends.  However, 
in  general  demand  continued  good  and  for  the 
most  part  prices  ruled  steady  to  500  higher. 
Relatively  high  slaughter  cattle  prices,  favor- 
able weather,  and  abundant  feed  supplies,  all 
were  factors  stimulating  demand, and  in  addition, 
there  was  a  seasonal  demand  for  cattle  to  clean 
up  stalk  fields.

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Compared  with  the 
previous  week's  close,  barrows  and  gilts  were 
uneven,  generally  steady  to  250  higher  except 
steady  to  500  lower  at  Omaha  and  Sioux  Falls  and 
steady  to  250  lower  at  Sioux  City.  Price  trends 
for  sows  were  also  varied,  generally  steady  to 
250  higher  with  the  exception  of  steady  to  250 
lower  prices  at  Omaha,  St.  Paul,  Kansas  City  and 
Sioux  Falls.  Sows  comprised  10  percent  of  the 
8  market  receipts.  The  bullish  influence  of  re- 
duced receipts  around  the  circuit  was  somewhat 
offset  by  a  declining  wholesale  dressed  pork 
trade  which  found  demand  centered  on  the  usual 
holiday  meat  items.  Receipts  at  the  twelve  mar- 
kets at  348,000  head  were  4  percent  below  the 
previous  week  and  a  year  ago.

BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET   REVIEW 
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Trading  at  the  Boston  market  was  rela- 
tively slow  this  week.  Fair  interest  con- 
tinued for  greasy  domestic  combing  wools 
and  small  supplies  turned  at  firm  prices. 

Woolen  wools  and  noils  were  slow  and 
only  limited  sales  recorded  while  forward 
selling  was  very  dull. 

Movement  of  wools  in  general  from 
warehouse  to  consuming  channels  was  quite 
substantial  for  the  past  couple  of  weeks. 

Australian  markets  were  very  firm. 
Melbourne  reported  good  clean  up  while 
auctions  at  Sydney   and  Albury  had  good  ac- 
tivity. Continent,  Eastern  Europe  and 
Japan  were  principal  buyers  with  the  latter 
absorbing  upward  of  20  percent  wools  offered. 
Reports  from  New  Zealand  show  firm  to  higher 
price  tendency  under  good  competition. 
Cables  from  Cape  sales  indicate  sharp  spot 
competition  and  a  dearth  of  12  months  wools. 
Continent,  America  and  French  companies  were 
major  participants  at  South  Africa. 

South  American  markets  were  quoted  firm 
to  slightly  higher,  but  little  was  done. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Moderate  turnover  of 
small  lots  at  fully  steady  prices  included 
some  l/4  blood  around  #1.13  and  3/8s  around 
•51.14.  Original  bag  medium  wools  sold 
#1.10-1.12. 

Territory  Wools  -  Trading  extremely 
slow  under  limited  offerings.  Dealers  at 
recent  Milwaukee  sales  reported  satisfactory 
results.  Small  lot  fine  French  combing  sold 
$1.20-1.21. 

Texas  Wools  -  Things  were  practically 
at  a  standstill  due  primarily  to  non-avail- 
ability of  wool  from  this  area.  Few  spot 
sales  of  fall  wool  around  -51.00  and  12 
months  sparingly  around  $1.25.  Original 
bag  lambs  wool  (feedlot)  was  reported  on 
52,000  pounds  estimated  500  grease  basis 
and  $1.20  clean. 

Mohair  -  Trading  was  extremely  slow 
and  sales  volume  small.  Prices  unchanged 
but  weak  undertone  evident.  Adult  quoted 
as  low  as  66§0  and  straight  kid  mohair 
around  $1.40-1.45.  Estimated  7  to  8  million 
pounds  on  hand  at  Texas. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Fully  steady  prices 
prevailed  in  sketchy  trading  and  spotty 
demand  as  buyers  generally  displayed 
cautious  approach  at  the  present  time. 
Cabled  reports  at  week's  end  follow  with 
combing  wools  converted  to  clean  U.  S.  oil- 
combed  yields  and  short  wools  to  scouring 
yields,  in  bond.

LESS  THAN  CARLO  T  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Steer  carcass  prices 
were  mostly  500  higher  and  upturns  of  $1.00  were 
recorded  on  Choice  at  Philadelphia.  Cow  beef 
sold  steady  to  mostly  $1.00  lower,  except  at 
New  York  where  the  trend  was  500  higher.  Veal 
prices  were  uneven,  quotations  at  New  Tork  and 
Baltimore  were  unchanged  from  a  week  ago,  but 
were  $1.00-2.00  lower  at  Philadelphia.  At  Wash- 
ington veal  prices  were  steady  to  $1.00  higher 
for  Choice,  other  grades  of  veal  steady.  Lamb 
sold  steady  to  mostly  $1.00  lower.  Pork  loins 
steady  to  $2.00  lower,  however,  at  New  Tork 
steady  prices  were  maintained  for  the  week. 
Boston  butts  steady  to  $2.00  higher j  spareribs 
steady  to  $2.00  off}  fresh  skinned  hams  mainly 
steady. 

Prices  were  strong  to  $1.00  higher  for 
kosher  dressed  steer  forequarters  and  upturns  of 
$1.00  were  recorded  for  lamb.  Quotations  were 
unchanged  for  kosher  dressed  veal  and  calf  fore- 
saddles. 

Steer  beef  supplies  were  normal  at  most 
markets  along  the  Eastern  Seaboard,  however,  at 
New  York  receipts  were  mostly  moderate  to  near 
normal.  Volume  of  other  railstocks  and  pork 
was  normal.  Trading  on  steer  beef  was  slow 
early  but  turned  fairly  active  late.  Retailer 
demand  was  good  for  steer  forequarters,  but  poor 
for  hindquarters.  Trading  was  active  for  Choice 
and  Prime  veal,  but  these  were  offered  in  rather 
limited  numbers.  Standard  and  Good  grade  car- 
casses sold  slowly.  Early  in  the  week  outlet  was 
fair  to  broad  for  lamb  carcasses  and  cuts,  but 
trading  turned  slow  at  the  close.  In  an  active 
trade  pork  cuts  cleared  well  under  a  fair  demand. 
Clearance  of  steer  hindquarters  was  incomplete 
at  Philadelphia  and  New  York  while  small  volume 
of  lamb  foresaddles  went  unsold  at  Washington. 

CHICAGO  -  Compared  to  last  Friday:  Steer 
and  heifer  beef  steady,  veal  and  lamb  $1.00 
lower,  pork  loins  8-16#  $2.00-2.50  lower,  Boston 
butts  4-8#  $1.50  higher,  spareribs  3#  down  500 
lower. 

Fresh  meat  supply  during  the  period  was 
moderate  and  fully  adequate  to  fill  trade  re- 
quirements. Good  to  average-Choice  grades  most 
plentiful  in  beef,  all  weights  about  equally 
represented.  Slightly  more  lamb  35-55#  on  hand 
than  heavier  weights. 

Carcass  beef  trade  only  moderately  active 
at  the  best  time,  generally  slow.  Demand  was 
fair  for  all  primal  cuts  through  Wednesday,  how- 
ever, late  it  settled  on  rounds  and  ribs,  chucks 
working  sharply  lower.  All  weights  and  grades 
of  veal  declined  in  a  slow  trade.  Fair  early 
demand  for  carcass  lamb  narrowed,  buyers  concen- 


trating mostly  on  primal  cuts  after  midweek. 
Boston  butts  moved  rather  freely  into  all 
channels  of  outlet.  Very  dull  pork  loin 
trade  sent  prices  to  their  lowest  level  since 
the  first  week  in  June  this  year.  Spareribs 
slow  early,  moderately  active  at  the  close. 

PACIFIC  COAST  -  Carcass  steer  and  heifer 
beef  sold  mostly  steady  in  California,  except 
Good  grade  steer  steady  to  500  lower  in  Los 
Angeles.  Generally  steady  to  500  higher 
prices  prevailed  in  the  Portland-Seattle  area. 
Choice  steer  beef  ribs  found  improved  demand 
ahead  of  the  holiday  period  at  steady  to 
$2.00  higher  levels,  other  cuts  mostly  steady 
except  for  some  weakness  on  chucks.   Cow 
beef  was  steady  to  $1.00  lower,  most  the 
downturn  in  California.  Calf  and  veal  were 
steady,  lamb  generally  steady,  except  weak 
to  $1.00  lower  in  the  Pacific  Northwest.

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COLD  STORAGE  HOLDINGS  OF  MEATS  AND  LARD,  OCTOBER  31,  1962 

Stocks  of  meat  and  meat  products  totaled  401  million  pounds  on  November  1,  up  42 
million  from  a  month  earlier.  This  increase  compares  with  16  million  pounds  a  year 
earlier  and  the  5-year  average  of  14  million  pounds.  Holdings  were  1  percent  above 
November  1,  1961,  and  6  percent  greater  than  average.  Beef  stocks,  at  156  million 
pounds,  were  up  11  million  compared  with  a  3 -million-pound  increase  during  October 
a  year  ago.  Total  pork  holdings  increased  27  million  pounds.  This  compares  with  an 
increase  of  8  million  pounds  during  October  1961  and  the  average  increase  of  5 
million.  Stocks  of  pork  were  22  percent  above  a  year  earlier  and  12  percent  above 
average.  Frozen  pork  totaled  134  million  pounds,  an  increase  of  26  million  pounds, 
while  cooler  pork,  at  32  million  pounds,  was  up  1  million.
